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DAIRYMAN’S LEAGUE FORMED 


The subject of milk has been dis- 
ssed a great deal of late, among our 
rmers and the dissatistaction over 
; ives paid the farmer compared with 
‘e cost of ice and hay arte: two years 
sever drougit, has brougit the far- 
rs of this 2.1 adjoining milk see- 
tions to seriously consider the suoject 
' co-operation; with a view of secur- 
ing a more satisfactory price for their 
produet. Three meetings have beu 
held in Grange Hall, within the past 
month, Saturday night, John Krouse of 
Monroe, Orange county, representing 
the State Dairyman’s League, urganized 
a loeal branch of the League and the 
following officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, Charles G. Smith; secretary, Clar- 
enee Kirby; treasurer, J. D. Bristol. 


It is the purpose of the League as 
stated in its by-laws to maintain an 
organization among farmers for mutual 
protection and improvement and this 
organization is formed in a spirit of 
good will and equity. 
Chenango county is the most important 
industry. ‘The prices heretofore paid 
. by milk distributing companies has not 
been satisfactory, being only one-half 
the market selling price and varying 
with the seasons. It is claimed that 
the distributor makes a greater profit 
than the producer. This condition 
could probably be remedied by a united 
effort on the part of the dairymen, for 
although the quantity of milk sola by 
each is small, it would be possible, by 
better prices 
from the companies. The distributer 
does make a greater profit in fact all 
of the profit and it is out of this state 
of affairs that the Dairyman’s League 
was broucht forth, not as some think, 
to get control of the supply of milk go- 
ing into New York City, or sell or dis- 
tribute from its own depots or wagons, 
but to place the farmers in a position 
to ask the companies who now distrib- 
ute the milk, to give such a price as 
the producers find consistent with the 
cost of production and that will enable 
them to enjov the fair profit which is 
their due. Milk is one of the neces- 
sities of life, it is ours to sell, therefore 
the farmer alone is qualified to make 
the price according to his knowledge of 
its value. The milk companies cannot 
carry on business without milk and will 
therefore pay our price and submit to 
Teasonable conditions just as we have 
to pay the dealer’s prices for all we 
pav for feed, ete.
